The September number of the Quarterly will include an outline of the 
business to be considered at the annual midwinter convention and a report 
of the committee on proposed amendments to the Constitution governing the 
election of members. This committee consists of Messrs. S. W. Williston, 
E. L. Nichols and C. S. Howe. In case members or chapters wish to list 
any tiems for the special consideration of the convention an announcement of 
the matter may be made in the Quarterly if a copy of the statement is sent 
to the Secretary. 

At a recent meeting of the Sigma Xi Society at the University of Illinois, 
a committee was appointed to decide whether the chapter should be placed 
upon a graduate basis. It was the unanimous decision of the committee that 
such a basis should be adopted. The question will be discussed at the first 
meeting in the fall. 

In connection with the effort to extend the usefulness of the Nebraska 
Chapter, noted in the report printed in this number of the Quarterly, the 
officers have used very attractive announcement cards with a strikingly hand- 
some monogram designed by Professor E. H. Barbour. The plan announced 
"to make the meetings of Sigma Xi a clearing house for all the research in 
science being done in the University" has been markedly successful. Some 
chapters are thus demonstrating the social value of the Society, emphasizing 
the word "Comrades" in our motto, and establishing those fraternal rela- 
tions for which Dean Walker made such an effective plea in his article on 
Why a Dual Membership in the last number of the Quarterly. 

The University of Pennsylvania Chapter printed a booklet for the session 
of 1913-1914 giving the dates and general programs of the meetings, and a 
full list of the active membership. Each meeting begins with a supper fol- 
lowed by laboratory demonstration of scientific research material. After a 
brief business session comes the address of the evening on a topic introducing 
recent scientific investigations and presented by a master of the field. The 
evening closes with the inspection of research quarters and work in the de- 
partment which is the host on the particular occasion. This is certainly an 
admirable program for bringing men into touch with work in other fields 
than their own, and for establishing fraternal relations as well as stimu- 
lating research activities.
